National Guard forces are insufficient to 
handle the situation, there must be a eiti- 
zen army proper, that is, an army mate 
up of the loyal citizens of the United 
States who, in ordinary times, for a variety 
of reasons, cannot, or will not, join the 
armed forces, but who in times of emer- 
gency wish to or must assume the obliga- 
tions which justly -rest on the shoulders 
of every citizen. 

As a result of our war experience, and 
the fact that the country, apparently, was 
not ready to accept universal service, the 
Organized Reserves was provided for by 
the National Defense act, in order that 
the machinery for producing this third and 
most essential force in times of great emer- 
gency would be available. 

When the dispute with Mexico reached 
its climax in 1916 the United States pos- 
sessed no organized Army, as such. The 
Regular Army had no permanent units 
higher than regiments. These were main- 
tained at a peace strength, whicn, for an 
Infantry regiment, was less than the war 
strength of a battalion. When it came to 
the organization of brigades and divisions 
the staffs had to be created by taking oifi- 
cers from their commands. The supply 
trains and other accessories which go to 


make up a division could hardly be said 
to really exist. A proper proportion of 
heavy field artillery and all corps troops 
were not in existence. 

The National Guard consisted of a non- 
honiogenous force with independent units 
ranging from companies of Infantry, 
troops of Cavalry and batteries of Artil- 
lery to a practically complete division in 
New York and one in Pennsylvania. 

The proper proportion of the different 
arms did not exist, the amount of Artil- 
lery, Cavalry, Engineers, Signal Corps and 
other troops which must be combined with 
Infantry to make it effective being far be- 
low essential requirements. This meant 
that the National Guard Infantry would 
have had to operate without the Artillery 
and other troops absolutely essential to its 
efficiency or wait until these units could 
have been organized, equipped and trained 
from the civilian population. 

Back of this there was nothing but the 
untrained, unorganized, unequipped civil- 
ian population as a whole. 

The National Guard units of the max:- 
mum size had the same smail ineffective 
peace strength as the Regular units. A 
very large proportion of National Guarda 
units were far below even this streugtn. 


Sufficient equipment, in many cases, was 
lacking. 

The problem of concentrating a sufficient 
Army upon the Mexican border to invade 
Mexico in case of the war which seemed 
imminent was a very serious one, due to 
our utter lack of foresight in every possi- 
ble direction. 

The Regular troops in the process of be- 
ing formed into brigades and divisions, 
either entirely of Regulars or mixed with 
National Guard, had to part with officers 
and enlisted men in order to form the 
headquarters and attached units hi 
than regimental headquarters. 

The National Guard units, in practi- 
cally every case, had to be assembled 
in state camps, those physically unfit, 
unable to go for family or business rea- 
sons, and those unwilling to go eliminated, 
and green men recruited to take the places 
of those discharged and to bring the units 
to war strength. The completion of their 
equipment and aramment had to be under- 
taken. In some cases it was months be- 
fore National Guard units could be sent 
to the border. When they reached the 
border the same process of ization

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Anothet Decisive Defeat for 
Mr. Anthony 


VER since the Armistice there has 
been a determined effort made to 
dispose of the defenses of this coun- 
try, both on land and on sea. The attacks 
upon the Army and Navy have come from 
a variety of sources. While they have had 
a variety of temporary objectives, they 
have all had the same general ultimate 
aim—the elimination of the armed forces 


of the country. 

The most open workers in this direc- 
tion have been the pacifists, who are for- 
ever proclaiming that armament makes 
war, with the consequence that by abolish- 
ing it war also will be abolished. The 
fact that the pacifist ranks are everywhere 
permeated with both men and women 
whose ultimate design is the overthrow of 
what they choose to call capitalistic gov- 
ernment, has not been so apparent to the 
casual observer. At the time of the Wash- 
ington Arms Conference a determined at- 
tempt was made practically to abolish our 
Navy. 

Many Americans did not hesitate to play 
directly into the hands of the foreigners 
from both Europe and Asia, sent here quite 
naturally and with every justification, 
from their point of view, to get us to give 
up our naval superiority, insofar as our 
future was concerned, and our ability to 
act offensively west of the Hawaiian 
Islands, insofar as the Pacific was con- 
cerned, in both of which objects the for- 
eigner succeeded. If our people wish to 
make any such sacrifice in exchange for 
the extremely doubtful lessening of the 
chance of future war, which intangible 
result they thought they gained, they of 
course have the right to do so. 


Army and Navy Hit 


OWEVER, this conference and the 

treaties which emanated from it gave 
and still give an opportunity for every 
pacifist, communist and other enemy of 
this country to attempt to abolish our 
Navy. These attempts have succeeded to 
the extent that to-day our fleet, both with 
respect to matériel dnd personnel, to say 
nothing of the auxiliaries needed both 
afloat and ashore, is far below the ratio 
set by the Arms Conference. 

Since the Armistice the Regular Army 
has been constantly attacked, with the 
result that its members have been greatly 
decreased and its morale has been badly 
affected. The climax came last vear, when 
Congress reduced it to 125,000 enlisted 
men and 12,000 officers, a number below 
that sufficient to enable it to perform the 
mission assigned it under the National 
Defense act. 

These constant successful attacks upon 
the Regular Army and the obvious evil 
ecects upon the country as a whole pro- 
duced such a revulsion of public opinion 
that at this session of Congress no fur- 
ther serious attempts to cripple this force 
have been indulged in. 


Enemies of Defense 


HE pacifists, communists and other ele- 

ments bent on disarming this countrv 
suddenly waked up to the fact that in ad- 
dition to the professional soldiers and sail- 
ors of the Regular Army and Navy the 
National Defense act was producing a citi- 
zen army in peace time. They suddenly 
realized that under the divisional organiza- 
tion the National Guard had attained a 
real strength of virtually double its maxi- 
mum actual strength at any time prior to 
the recent war. 

They waked up to the fact that tens of 
thousands of men who had held commis- 
sions as officers during the war were ac- 
cepting commissions as Reserve officers, 
that reinforced by younger men graduat- 
ing from the R.O/T.C. and the C.M.T. 
they were being grouped around Reserve 
divisional headquarters established through- 
out the country, with the result that a 


framework of officers was being built up 
such that in case of any emergency the 
loyal civilians of the country could be rap- 
idly converted into an effective armed 
force. 4 

They realized that a hundred thousand 
young men and boys .were taking the 
courses of instruction in the R.O.T.C. scat- 
tered throughout various educational cen- 
ters of the countty, with the result that 
not only is the number of Reserve oflicers 
steadily increasing, but that also the num- 
ber of civilians in the country with ome 
understanding of national defense is steuad- 
ily increasing, though a good American 
citizen does not become a miuitarist because 
of such understanding. 

They realized not only that thirty thou- 
sand young men and boys have been get- 
ting a month’s training in the summer in 
the Citizens’ Military Trainivz Camps, 
but that also the parents and relatives of 
these boys, through visiting the camps, 
have been learning the utter falsity of the 
contention that military training operates 
other than to the physica!, mental and 
moral development of the individuals con- 
cerned. 


Pacifists Seek an Opening 


S a consequence, the pacifists, et al., 

suddenly realized what many an ofli- 
cer of the Regular Army and Navy took a 
long time to appreciate, and what proba- 
bly some of them do not yet understand, 
that the failure to have adequate natioanl 
defense in this country does not rest upon 
an innate hostility of the average Ameri- 
can citizen, but is entirely due to the aver- 
age citizen being so busily engaged in his 
own affairs that, no one telling him, he 
really has known nothing about such mat- 
ters. The enemies of national defense 
suddenly came to a realization of the fact 
that the centers of contact between the 
Regular and the civilian were the danger 
points from their viewpoint, because inevi- 
tably this system of contact would result 
in attracting the attention of the mass of 
the American people to the utter falsity 
of and danger to our institutions of all 
pacifist propaganda, and that the inevita- 
ble result would be the utter defeat of the 
pacifist and his foreign allies. 

Two lines of attack were chosen for this 
Congress, one being against the National 
Guard divisional formation and the other 
the Reserve divisional and _ regimental 
headquarters already established, or to be 
established, throughout the country. 

The first of these objectives wus ex- 
posed when Mr. Anthony’s Was Depart- 
ment sub-committee of the Apprupriations 
Committee reported to that committee. 
The ensuing publicity, with cons*quent 
vigorous National Guard activity, ended 
it. The second, Mr. Anthory aud his com- 
mittee almost succeeded iz keeping secret 
until too late, Fortunately, previous ex- 
perience with Mr. Anthony and his asso- 
ciates had led the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation to take all the necessary prelimi- 
nary steps, with the result that when the 
matter came up on the floor of the House 
the House as a whole understood the true 
import of this vicious attempt to ruin the 
National Defense act and decisively de- 
feated it. 


Eliminate Enemies of Defense 


R. SISSON of Mississippi, in speaking 

against this matter, while wrong in 
insulting his fellow citizens by insisting 
that the maintenance of ine Reserve sys- 
tem would turn them into militarists, was 
right in his sensing of the fact that it will 
acquaint a_ sufficient number of good 
American civilians in each Congressiona! 
district with the hard facts of national de- 
fense to insure the elimination of such in- 
dividuals as Mr. Sisson from Congress and 
their replacement by men of the type of 
Mr. Hill of Maryland, Newton of Minne- 
sota and McKenzie of Illinois. who lead 
the attack on Anthony and his committee. 


One Senator, making an unnecessary 
speech in the filibuster on the Ship Sub 
sidy bill, cost the nation $1,500 in printing 
bills alone. He was trying to defeat a 
measure that would add greatly to the na- 
tional defense. While he was thus run- 
ning up expenses that ultimately would 
have to be paid by income taxes, etc., other 
so-called “representatives of the people” 
were trying to cut down the appropria- 
tions for the Army in the name of “Econ- 
omy.” 


At Last in the Open 


HE failure of the Senate and House 

conferees on the Army Appropria- 

tion bill to agree upon the retention 
of the item providing for Reserve head- 
quarters and the subsequent debate in the 
House brought out the fact that they wish 
and intend, if possible, to do away with 
the Organized Reserves as such. 

The ARgMy AND Navy JOURNAL has per- 
sistently maintained from the beginning 
that this has been the intention of the 
little group who controlled the War De- 
partment sub-committee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, and who consti- 
tuted the House conferees on the Army 
Appropriation bill. 

Throughout the public hearings conduct- 
ed by this committee the intention of carry- 
ing this intention out can be traced in the 
constant sneers and efforts to belittle the 
Organized Reserves and, above all, its ne- 
cessity for being organized. 

When the sub-committee reported to the 
Appropriations Committee as a whole it 
had cut down a great many items, as was 
to be expected, in spite of the fact that 
the budget system had already resulted in 
drastic cuts being made in every direction 
prior to the arrival of the approved budget 
in Congress. 

In going over the report, however, it 
was noticeable that the item providing for 
Reserve divisional headquarters had been 
removed. The fact that an item of this 
importance had been entirely removed, in- 
stead of merely being cut, coupled with the 
sneers and attempts to belittle the Organ- 
ized Reserves throughout the record of the 
hearings, was fair evidence that the intent 
existed to eliminate these headquarters. 


Illegal Change of Policy 


ASIDE from the question of whether or 

not any such intention was justified, is 
the fact that the Appropriations Commit- 
tee has no right to alter any policy, Cut- 
ting the amount appropriated for these 
headquarters, but still leaving them in ex- 
istence could materially impair their use- 
fulness, but would not be a change of pol- 
icy. Eliminating them entirely is a change 
of policy, because the National Defense act 
ealls for the organization of the Reserve 
forces into divisions and other units. The 
attempts of Mr. Anthony and others to 
rove that the War Department by estab- 
ishing these headquarters was initiating a 
new policy was one of the most bald-faced 
perversions of fact to which Congress has 
listened in a long time. 

Following the same tactics by which he 
rushed through the officer ebimination 
clause in the Army Appropriation bill last 
year, Mr. Anthony evaded the issue on this 
question when the. bill came before the 
House the first time. In the final debate 
he again tried to create the impression that 
no matter of importance was involved in 
the whole affair. 

Mr. Anthony and his committee cannot 
maintain that they did not understand the 
importance of these headquarters, because 
the officers from the War Department who 
testified before them, including at least 
one Reserve officer, emphasized their great 
importance. The Executive Committee of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association did the 
same in the exhaustive brief which it sub- 
mitted to Mr. Madden, and which was in- 
cluded in the hearings of Mr. Anthony’s 
committee. The fact that the Executive 
Committee was present in Washington and 
had submitted this brief was well known 
to Mr. Anthony, because he refused to re- 
ceive the committee. 


Senate Restored Item 


‘THE Senate committee, after hearing the 

War Department’s representative and 
the representatives of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, in addition to increasing the 
items which the House had decreased, 
promptly restored the sum necessary to 
prevent these headquarters from being elim- 
inated. The Senate passed the bill with- 
out the slightest objection. 

The Senate conferees firmly insisted 
upon the retention of these headquarters. 
The House conferees with equal firmness 
insisted upon their elimination, finally 
frankly admitting that they had determined 
to eliminate them. 

_In other words, after considerable eva: 
sion, beating around the bush and other- 
wise attempting to conceal the real issue, 
Mr. Anthony, Mr, Sisson and Mr. Stafford 
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were driven to confess, first in conference 
and then on the floor of the House, that 
they wish to eliminate these headquarters 
and destroy the divisional organizations of 
the Reserve forces. 

The retention of these headquarters js 
of vital importance to every Reserve off- 
cer, because they mean that the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps will be a_ living, active 
framework, from which the citizen go}. 
diers of the country can be fitted out ip 
time of emergency with the minimum ey. 
penditure of time and money. 

The retention of these headquariers js 
of interest to every National Guardsman, 
because it means that in time of war he 
will have back of him the second line made 
up of the armed citizenry of the country, 
which is essential if we are to exert the 
pressure of our full manpower agauust an 
enemy. 


Brings Army to the People 


THR, retention of these headquarters js 

of interest to the Regular forces for 
the same reason as to the National Guard, 
and, in addition, because it furnishes the 
Regulars a chance to really individually 
mix and live with civilians throughout the 
country, and gives civilians a chance to 
find out that the Regular is not a man 
apart, but an American citizen like him- 
self, with the same ideals, the same desires 
and the same point of view. 

The retention of these headquarters is 
of interest to every officer and man in the 
Navy, and to every friend of the Navy, be 
cause they are points from which the truth 
—up to the present practically unknown 
to the American people—can be told from 
day to day about national defense in all 
its phages. 

The retention of these headquarters is 
of interest to every business man, because 
it means that at smal] expense he can keep 
in touch with the most important question 
of national defense, a question which in 
the days of universal disorder aad desire 
for disorder in too many countries, such as 
is the case at present, is of vital impor- 
tance to him. 

There may be, and probably are, those 
who have allowed petty jealousies to influ- 
ence them to the extent of wanting to se 
these headquarters abolished. ‘There may 
be, and undoubtedly are. those whose ignu- 
rance is so great that they cannot see the 
tremendous benefit accruing to the coun- 
try as a whole from the maintenance of 
these headquarters. There may be thos 
so penurious as honestly to think that the 
few thousand dollars necessary to main 
tain these headquarters, even though well 
within the approved budget limits, should 
be saved. 


Enemies of the Nation 


OUTSIDE of these three classes of indi- 
viduals, undoubtedly not numerous, the 
individual citizen, male or female, who op- 
poses the maintenance of these headquar 
ters is deliberately working to destroy the 
National Defense act, the only military 
policy the United States has ever had, by 
reducing the citizen army component 
provided for under this act to a state of 
disorganization. 3 

The individual who engages in this cam 
paign is just as much an enemy of the cout 
try as was any of those who blew up am 
munition factories or engaged in other at 
tempts to prevent or delay our bringing 
our full armed strength to bear upon the 
enemy in the recent war. The question 
involved is greater than that of the Re 
serve Corps, because it affects the whdle 
of our national defense policy as against 
foreign and home enemies.

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING 


For centuries and centuries the method of making footwear did 
not vary. A mural painting discovered in the ruins of ancient 
Thebes shows Egyptian sandal-mak ers at work after the manner 
of the early New England cobblers. Until a few generations ago 
boots and shoes were made entirely by hand, and wholly by the 
individual craftsman. This was the first “age” of shoemaking. 


In the Eighteeth Century small domestic shoe-shops arose, and 
groups of men and women, in shops and homes, made the foot- 
wear of the people, the work being more or less divided, but all 
still done by hand. This was the second “age”. 


About the middle of the Nineteenth Century the factory system 
developed and the introduction of shoe machinery began, until 
to-day in no field of manufacture has greater progress been made 
or more efficiency been attained through machinery.

among the Regulars had to be gone through 
with. 

Artillery, Cavalry; Engineers, Signal 
Corps, and all the special services which 
must be had to. insure efficiency, both on 
the battlefield and on the march, were ex- 
tremely noticeable by their absence. 

The force along the border had been got 
into some sort of shape, such that it could 
have been used against the Mexicans, but 
not effectively against a real army prop- 
erly armed and equipped, about the time 
the crisis was over and the troops were 
ordered home; that is, nearly five months 
after they were called out. 

Had we gone to war the additional units 
of all kinds needed to complete the Regu- 
lar and National Guard divisions and the 
additional divisions which inevitably would 
have been needed, and the replacement of 
officers and enlisted men to make good cas- 
ualties, would all have had to be procured 
by a call for volunteers or by the enforce- 
ment of the draft. 

If we had declared war the clothing, 
armament and equipment for these units 
would have had to be manufactured. In 
other words, it would have been a ques- 
tion of another six or seven months be- 
fore they would have been available for 
use in Mexico. 


Waste in the World War 


The warnings of the Regular Army, as 
usual, having been utterly disregarded, 
when the World War came everything 
which the Regular Army had been preach- 
ing for years, based on our past military 
history, immediately happened. The same 
delays, the same confusion, the same mis- 
takes, the same waste of money, time and 
lives were gone through with. 

The Regular Army, besides trying to 
furnish several divisions at war strength 
for service abroad, had to furnish the nuclei 
for new Regular regiments, brigades, divi- 
sions, army corps and army staffs ; instruc- 
tors, organizers, officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers for the new National Army 
which had to be created, and the many 
training camps estabished all over the 
fountry. 

In other words, in spite of our previous 
experience, in spite of the lesson of the 
Mexican border mobilization, we had to 
create the Army. 

By the time the National Army was 
created and ready as a whole the war was 
over. It is true that a number of the Na- 
tional Army divisions got to France, but 
the number actually in action was limited 
to twelve, and but few of these were really 
in a number of combats of first magnitude. 


Reserve Divisions Provided For 


As a result of the Mexican experience, 
with nothing to back up the Regular Army 
and the National Guard, and the World 
War experience, where the war wag al- 
most over before the National Army was 
ready, the National Defense act was 
amended so as to provide, among other 
things, in peace time a framework of Re- 
Serve officers and ultimately non-commis- 
Sioned officers and specialists; of twenty- 
Seven Reserve Infantry divisions and six 
Reserve Cavalry divisions, so that should 
war come again the difficulties, the delays 
and the waste which have always taken 
Place before would be eliminated. 

These divisions have been distributed as 
aatly as possible in such a fashion that 

€ men in each locality are placed in the 
Same division with the same number as 
that held by the National Army from that 
Tegion during the recent war. ‘This, in

‘ These thirty-three divisional headquar- 
ers established throughout the country,

less in the face of possible foreign and in- 
ternal enemies. 

They thoroughly realize that these thir- 
ty-three divisional headquarters furnish 
centers of instruction, of administration, 
personal contact and in time of trouble 
rallying points, not only for the 70,000 
Reserve officers scattered throughout the 
country now holding commissions, but also 
for all loyal citizens determined to uphold 
the Constitution of the United States at 
any time it may be threatened. They real- 
ize that if they can destroy these head- 
quarters they will make the Organized 
Reserves a paper organization, because the 
individuals belonging to it, instead of be- 
ing strongly grouped around central points, 
will simply become once more so many in- 
dividuals scattered throughout the coun- 
try without real leadership or unity. 


Proposed Manual for

The faculty and students of the Chap- 
lains’ School of the Army enjoyed a con- 
ference with Bishop Brent in Detroit re- 
cently. "¥rom all indications, says a mem- 
orandum from Col. J. T. Axton, Chief of 
Chaplains, to chaplains, it was a most 
profitable gathering. The senior -chap- 
lain of the :A.E.F. found a number of men 
at the school with whom he was intimate- 
ly associated during the World War. 

“To place the right chaplain at the right 
station,” says Col. Axton, “is one of the 
problems of this office. Your aid in frank- 
ly giving your choices when you file your 
annual statement of preferences (Form 
423 A.G.O.) is required if we are to ac- 
complish this satisfactorily.”

Reserve Officers 
Behind Army Bill 


‘HE Reserve Officers’ Association of the 

United States is carrying on an aggres- 
sive campaign, instigated by its president, 
Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly O.R.C., to 
bring pressure to bear upon Congress to 
sustain the budget estimates [»r the main- 
tenance of the Organized Reserves for the 
fiscal year 1924, These estimates, already 
cut to the bone by the Budget Bureau, 
were further cut by the War Department 
sub-committee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, of which Daniel R. An- 
thony of Kansas is chairman. 

The Senate made certain increases over 
the House bill, but in conference the House 
members of the committee insisted on cut- 
ting down these increases and have shown 
a determination to eliminate entirely the 
proposed appropriations for the mainte- 
nance of Reserve division headquarters. 

In order that the sentiments of true 
Americans interested in national defense 
might be conveyed to the House, a flood of 
telegrams was sent out by the Reserve Ofii- 
eers’ Association to various members 
throughout the country. ‘These members 
immediately took action, with the result 
that delegations in Congress from almost 
every state in the Union have received 
numerous’ telegrams and letters urging 
them to support the budget figures of the 
Army Appropriation bill. 

Among those who have been especially 
active in working for adequate appropria- 
tions are Brig. Gen. Roy V. Hoffman of 
Oklahoma City, Col. A. J. Elliott of Kan- 
sas City, ‘Mo.; Brig. Gen. L. R. Gignilliat 
of Culver, Ind, all members of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee; Col. Edward 
Orton, jr., of Columbus, Ohio, president of 
the Ohio state association, and Maj. Phelps 
Néwberry, vice president of the National 
Association, and Capt. Frederick S8. 
Stearns of Detroit. 


Navy League Protests 

The Navy League also came to the aid 
of the Army in the form of a telegram 
sent by R. W. Kelley, president of the 
league, to each member of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee. 

Henry A. Wise Wood, who needs no in- 
troduction to the readers of the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL, sent a long telegram to 
President Harding urging that the pacifist- 
socialist-communist group be restrained in 
its efforts to overthrow the Constitution.

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Figures of Army 
Appropriation 
HE conference agreement on the appro- 
priations in the War Department bill 
(H.R..13793) makes a material cut in the 
increases voted by the Senate and puts the 
total at $336,347,000 as against the $333,- 
197,000 carried by the bill when it passed 
the House. The items in detail were 
printed on page 499, this paper, Jan. 20. 
In that table one change was made by the 
House and this was retained in the bill as 
it passed the Senate; that was the in- 
crease of the Rivers and Harbors item 
from $37,456,850 to $56,589,910. 

The Organi Reserves appropriations 
in the bill as finally agreed to are: Pay 
and allowances 15 days’ training, $900,- 
000; pay of officers called to duty more 
than 15 days, $250,000; mileage $250,000, 
mileage for the 15 days training to be at 
not over four cents per mile and land 
grant deductions are not to apply; En- 
listed Reserve Corps, $5,000; divisional 
and regimental headquarters and the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of camps for 
training Organized Reserves, ,000.

ill, the $144,400 additional provided 
therefor by the Senate was stricken out, 
the headquarters expense must come out 
of the $350,000 appropriation voted by 
the House, and not over $60,000 thereof 
shall be expended for the headquarters.

House Compromises 
on Army Provisions 


HE story of the fight by the Organ- 

ized Reserves for division and regimen- 
tal headquarters is told in the Washington 
letter this week. Following agreement on 
the floor of the House on the Reserve 
items a number of Regular Army provi- 
sions on which the conferees had failed to 
agree were taken up. Mr. Anthony sub- 
mitted the following: 

Amendment numbered 30: On page 18 of the 
bill, in line 12, after the word “officers.” strike 
out the following words: “Provided, That no 
part of the funds herein appropriated shall be 
utilized for the recruiting or enlistment of boys 
under the age of 21 years without the written 
consent of the parents or guardians, if any, of 
such boys, or uriless the applicant furnishes a 
birth certificate or the affidavit of two disinter- 
ested witnesses showing such applicant for en- 
listment to be 21 years of age.” 


Other Provisions Compromised 


Not desiring to go too far in humbling 
Chairman Anthony, Mr. McKenzie per- 
mitted the adoption of this amendment. 
but there were 79 members who refused 
to vote for it. 

Although Chairman Anthony reported a 
disagreement on Senate amendment No. 
30, prohibiting the “enlistment of boys 
under 21 years without written consent of 
the parents or guardian, if any, of such 
boys or unless the applicant furnishes a 
birth certificate or the affidavit of two dis- 
interested witnesses showing such appli- 
cant for enlistment to be 21 years of age,”

he moved to concur with the Senate con- 
ferees who had stricken this provision out 
of the bill. Chairman Anthony addressed 
the House at length in favor of concurring 
with the Senate. He was supported very 
ably by majority leader Mondell, Repre- 
sentative Greene of. Vermont and a num- 
ber of leaders on both sides of the House. 
Representative Blanton led what was vir- 
tually a filibuster against the motion to 
agree with the Senate and the discussion 
was continued until Feb. 21. The motion 
of Mr. Anthony to strike out this ob- 
noxious provision was finally lost by a 
134 ayes and 177 noes. 

The House sustained Chairman An- 
thony’s motion to receive and concur in 
Senate amendment 34 with a _ further 
amendment so that it will read “payments 
heretofore made to retired enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard under appointment to civil office 
with a compensation of $2,500 or more per 
annum are hereby validated.” Before this 
was adopted Chairman McKenzie called 
attention to the fact that the military 
committee had previously reported out a 
bill of the same character. 

It concurred in Amendment No. 38, 
which was for the correction of a gram- 
matical error in the Pay bill relative to 
preventing officers and men of receiving 
allowances for heat or light under the old 
ee and rental allowances under the new 
aw. 

After the defeat of several amendments, 

the substitute of Chairman Anthony for 
the Dickinson provision originally passed 
by the House prohibiting the employment 
of retired Army officers, was adopted. 
Mr. Anthony originally proposed it, the 
amendment would have included Navy om- 
cers and officers of the other Services as 
well as Army officers. This was stricken 
out on point of order. The following is 
the text of the amendment adopted: 

Restore the matter stricken out of said amend- 
ment and amend it to read as follows: None 
of the money appropriated in this act shall be 
used to pay any officer on the retired list of 
the Army who is employed by any individual, 
partnership, corporation, or association es a 
sales or contract agent, or as a manager or 
directing head of sales or contracts for the pur- 
pose of. selling, contracting for the sale of, 
negotiating for the sale of, or furnishing to 
the Army or the War Department any supplies, 
materials, equipment, lands, buildings, plants, 
vessels, or munitions. And none of the money 
appropriated in this act shall be used to pay any 
officer on the retired list of the Army who is 
employed by an individual, partnership, corpora- 
tion, or association regularly or frequently en- 
gaged in making direct sales of any merchan- 
dise or material to the War Department or the 
Army. 

A substitute for the Senate amendment 
requiring the cost of transportation of ma- 
terial to be charged against the appropria- 
tions for construction work was adopted. 

The following amendment to permit the 
retirement of the Sword Master at the 
Military Academy, Col. Koehler was 
adopted : . 

Provided, That the present incumbent, upon 
the completion of his service, shall be entitled 
to be placed upon the retired list of the U.S. 
Army (with the rank of lieutenant colonel) 
under the same conditions as are prescribed 
by law for other officers of the Army. 





Non-Coms. Bill 
Expected to Pass 


CTING CHAIRMAN McKENZIE of 

the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs has secured a favorable report from 
the Committee on Rules on a rule which 
will give the committee a day before the 
adjournment of Congress. Under this rule 
about thirty bills whick have been reported 
out of the military committee will be in 
order. The day has not been fixed but Mr.

Cronkhite Charges 
to be Investigated 


HE charges made by Maj. Gen. Adel-— 


bert Cronkhite, U.S.A., that important 
official documents relative to the death of 
his son, Maj. A. P. Cronkhite, U.S.A., at 
Camp Lewis Wash., in 1918, had been 
tampered with, has been ordered investi- 
gated by Secretary of War Weeks. 

In a statement made by Mr. Weeks on 


Feb. 21 he said the charges were so seri- 
ous in nature that the investigation would 
be most thorough and would extend to files 
prepared before he became Secretary of 
War, in connection with the death of Maj. 
Cronkhite. 

Secretary Weeks made it clear that the 
investigation would be confined to these 
charges, and that he regarded the case of 
Maj. Gen. Cronkhite’s retirement as closed. 
Mr. Weeks said he was willing personally 
to take full responsibility for the retire- 
ment. 

On learning of Secretary Weeks’s an- 
nouncement, Senators Glass, Democrat, 
Virginia, and Reed, Republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, who have been considering a Con- 
gressional inquiry into the Cronkhite mat- 
ter, gave out a joint statement saying that 
they would make no move in that direc- 
tion until after the War Department’s in- 
vestigation had been concluded. 

The charges were first made by Gen. 
Cronkhite in November, 1921, in a letter 
to President Harding. At the time Gen. 
Cronkhite wrote: 

“There is no authenticated record of 
any investigation, military or civil, into 
the circumstances of Maj. Cronkhite’s 
death on file in the records of the War De- 
partment. 

“There is no record of an inquest, which 
is required by both military and civil law. 

‘There is no authenticated record of the 
extensive autopsy which was performed on 
the body of Maj. Cronkhite at the time of 
his death. 

“There are no authenticated proceed- 
ings, nor is there any evidence on which 
to base the finding, on file in the War De- 
partment to the effect that Maj. Cronk- 
hite died as a result of a ‘self-inflicted ac- 
cidental wound.’ 

“There are no documents or records to 
show that any of the vital exhibits in the 
case were introduced as evidence. 

“The separate statements made by Capt. 
Rosenbluth, Lt. Seaburg, M.C., and Sgt. 
Bugler Pothier, when they accompanied 
Maj.

The battleships Arkansas, Florida, Dela- 
ware and North Dakota have been selected 
for the summer’s cruise.

America and the third year along the Pa- 
cific coast.

Naval Omnibus Bill 
in the House 


‘THE House made numerous changes in 

the Naval Omnibus bill (S. 4137) 
during the week ending Feb. 17. In the 
section relating to restoration of pay status 
of men who had been transferred to or 
from the Navy or Fleet Naval Reserve, 
the House voted to exclude those who 
may hereafter re-enlist. 

The section relating to repairs and 
shenes to capital ships was amended to 
read: 

Sec. 8. Subject to the terms of the treaty 
providing for the limitation of naval arms- 
ment concluded on Feb. 6, 1922, and pub- 
lished in Senate Document No. 126, of the 
67th Congress, second session, the Secretary 
of the Navy is authorized to incur obligations 
to the extent of $6,500,000, to be paid as ap- 
propriatoins may from time to time be made 
for such materials and work as may be neces- 
sary for increasing the elevation and range 
for the turret guns of the following-named 
battleships: Florida, Utah, Arkansas, Wy- 
oming, Pennsylvania, Arizona, Oklahoma, Ne- 
vada, New York, Texas, Mississippi, Idaho 
and New Mexico: Provided, That no part of 
the moneys authorized to be appropriated in 
this section shall be used or expended for 
repairs or changes by private parties or for 
the purchase or acquirement of any article or 
articles that at the time of the proposed re- 
pairs, changes or acquirement can be made, 
manufactured or produced in each or any of 
the Government navy yards of the United 
States, if time and facilities permit, for a 
sum less than they can be made, purchased 
or acquired otherwise. aS 

In the section providing for Marine 
Corps officer age-in-grade retirement at two 
and one-half per centum for each year of 
total active service, the House added a 
specification that pay should be considered 
in accordance with the Pay act of June 10, 
1922, and also that “nothing herein shall 
be construed as authorizing other than 
commissioned service to be considered in 
determining the retirement pay of any offi- 
cer commissioned after July 1, 1922.” 


Three Hundred Twenty 
Officers Affected 


About 820 “submerged captains,” as 
Senator Wadsworth designated them, 
will be affected by the Senate amendment 
to the Army Appropriation bill as agreed 
to in conference. The House amendment 
was introduced by Representative Hull of 
Iowa, and the Senate amendment by Sena- 
tor McKellar. The conferees discussed 
the subject at considerable length and 
finally selected the McKellar amendment. 
Even this amendment, it is stated, will re- 
uire an opinion from the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army. The conferees were 
not fully agreed in their personal opinion 
as to the effect of the amendment, but as 
both Houses had adopted a provision cov- 
ering the same subject the parliamentary 
situation virtually forced the enactment 
of one of the provisions. 

The following is the text of the amend- 
ment agreed to: 

That no part of the money herein 
appropriated shall be used for the pay 
and allowance of officers on the “pro- 
motion list” who shall be promoted to 
the grade of captain after the passage 
of this act, unless said promotion shall 
have been made in the following man- 
ner, which is hereby established as 
the method of promotion to the grade 
of captain of officers on said promo- 
tion list, to wit: : 

So Jong as there shall remain in the 
grade of first lieutenant any officer 
discharged in the grale of captain and 
recommissioned in the grade of first 
lieutenant in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act of June 30, 1922, 
as amended by the act of Sept. 14, 
1922, who was appointed in the grade 
of captain in the Regular Army un- 
der the provisions of Sec. 24 of the act 
of June 4, 1920, promotions of offi- 
cers on the promotion list to the grade 
of captain shall be made solely from 
such officers.

Anthony Meets Defeat 


HE issue came upon a moticen by <Act- 

ing Chairman McKenzie of the Hovse 
Committee on Military Affairs, who moved 
to recede on the Senate amendinent which 
provided for the establishment of divi- 
sional and regimental headquarters for 
the Organized Reserves. By a vote of 
163 to 121 Chairman Anthony was in- 
structed to return to the joint conference 
committee and accept the Senate proposal 
with a slight amendment. Even the slight 
amendment could have been defeated by 
the opposition, but it was late in the even- 
ing, and in order to facilitate the passing 
of the bill this concession was made to 
the conferees. 

The contest developed such a bitter feel- 
ing against Chairman Anthony that his 
report was kept before the House during 
the entire session of the 21st and he lost 
on the amendment which forbade the en- 
listing men under twenty-one years of 
age without their parents’ consent. In 
this position against the House amend- 
ment Mr. Anthony had the support of the 
War Department and of most of the mem- 
bers of the Military Committee, but this 
did not save him. He lost control of the 
House during the consideration of the con- 
ference report, and he was subjected to a 
most grilling fire from both sides of the 
chamber. 

For two weeks Chairman Anthony and 
the House conferees kept the Army Ap- 
priation bill in the conference committee. 
The joint conference committee held both 
forenoon and afternoon sessions most of 
this time, and at each session the House 
conferees contested every amendment that 
had been adopted by the Senate. When 
the items for the Organized Reserves came 
up the first time the House conferees re- 
fused to discuss even a compromise and 
these amendments were passed over until 
the last day of the session. The House 
conferees yielded very reluctantly on the 
National Guard items and insisted so 
strongly that Chairman Wadsworth and 
the Senate conferees accepted a compro- 
mise,

Chairman Anthony entered into an in- 
volved explanation of the item in dispute, 
making an attempt to create the unpres- 
sion that it was a mere matter of the rent 
of buildings in various towns for clerical 
force, saying in conclusion: 

“Your conferees felt that as we do not 
appropriate any money to the National 
Guard for rent for the meetings of their 
officers between their training periods, as 
we appropriate no money to the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps for such purposes, 
as we appropriate no money to the civil- 
ian training camps for meeting purposes 
during the winter, it would be unwise and 
a waste of money and a useless expendi- 
ture to @llow $181,000 for the rent of 
offices in the big cities or the larger towns 
and for clerical forces for the Reserve offi- 
cers between the periods of their training 
activities.” 

Col. Crago insisted that it was a ques- 
tion as to how these organizations were to 
be maintained without money to pay the 
expenses of ther headquarters. Chairman 
Anthony suggested that they could use 
military posts and National Guard ar- 
mories. He was unfortunate enough to 
refer to the situation at Minneapolis. 
Representative Hull interrupted by declar- 
ing that the department used government 
buildings where they were available, but 
that there were places where it was neces- 
sary to rent rooms in order to maintain 
divisions and regiments of the Organized 
Reserves. That is the reason. he insisted. 
why the Senate put the words in question 
in the bill and that the amcunt of money 
is not in dispute, 

Majority Leader Mondell came to the 
rescue of Chairman Anthony, who it ap- 
pears had already become hard pressed, 
and delivered himself of the following: 

“Is not this true? Take the Fort Snell- 
ing case. ‘There are quarters at Fort 
Snelling and faciilties there but it might 
occur to the War Department that it would 
be a little more convenient to have auar- 
ters in the Twin Cities, one or both of 
them, perhaps at one of the hest hotels. 
The danger in this proposition is that if 
you are not a little careful you will pro- 
vide for a lot of things—zvinfortable 
clubs, meeting places—all of which it 
would be well to have if we could provide 
for them properly, with due consideration 
te economy and other demands on the pub- 
lic treasury. The moment this authority 
is granted Congress has no control over it. 
It may be that the Military Committee in 
its wisdom may some time determine that 
this should be done. If it is so important, 
why has not it determined that it should 
be done? Why at the closing hours of a 
session on an appropriation bill should 
we be asked to legislate in regard to a 
matter that, to say the least of it, has 
many sides and presents many prvhb'ems?” 

Col. Hill, a Reserve officer, who repre- 
sents a district in Baltimore. Md., an- 
swered Mr. Mondell and Mr Anthony by 
describing the conditions in Baltimore. 

“I will say in this connection,” declared 
Col. Hill, “that wherever it has been possi- 
ble the War Department has availed itself 
of public property, but in a great many 
places it has been impossible. For in- 
stance, in Baltimore they have rented one 
small room on the outskirts of the business 
district for divisional headquarter: for 
two divisions and five or more Reserve 
regiments. These headquarters are not 
‘luxurious clubs’; they are bare business 
offices and there is kept only one clerk and 
one officer to take care of the records and 
the current work. Of course. Fort How- 


ard might be used, but it is hard enough 
to get individuals to go into the Reserve 
Corps, and they would not go fifteen miles 
from any city to a place like Fort How- 
ard.” 


Mr. McKenzie for Reserves 


AFTER an exchange of ideas on the en- 
tire proposition, in which Representa- 
tives Hill, Hull, Tilson, Anthony, New- 
ton, Stafford, Miller and Sisson partici- 
pated, Acting Chairman McKenzie of the 
Military Committee obtained the oor and 
forced the issue by moving to concur with 
the Senate. Mr. McKenzie’s address was 
a clear and convincing statement of the 
issues at stake. He aroused the supporters 
of national defense to the dangers of the 
proposals submitted by Chairman Anthony 
and cleared away the smoke screen which 
the House conferees had been throwing 
around the amendment. In the course of 
his address Mr. McKenzie said: 
“In 1920, when the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of the House undertook the 
reorganization of the Military Establish- 
ment we provided that the Military Estab- 
lishment should be composed of three ele- 
ments, namely, the Regular Army, the 
National Guard federalized and the Or- 
ganized Reserves. The National Guard, 
as you understand, is a state force. ‘The 
state furnishes the armory; the state takes 
care of them, so far as the state service is 
concerned. The third element. the Organ- 
ized Reserves, now contains about 70,000 
officers, a great many of them World War 
veterans. And, after all, the great ele- 
ment upon which we must depend always 
when we get into war is the Reserves, who 
receive no compensation from the Govern- 
ment except their pay when called out for 
drill and training purposes. Under that 
law these 70,000 men took out their com- 
missions to serve the Government of the 
United States. All over the country they 
are trying to build up units, such as com- 
panies, regiments and divisions, and get- 
ting men into these various divisions, reg- 
iments and companies, so that in case war 
comes they can be ealled out in organiza- 
tions and immediately begin to function. 
“In my judgment it was no violation of 
good faith for the officers in the Regular 
Army to say as they did, ‘We are not the 
whole thing.’ You men who have called 
the Regular Army the domineering force 
in this country have rebuked them for un- 
dertaking, as you said, to assume certain 
authority. Now, when they undertake to 
help the Reserves of the country, do not 
get up here and criticize them and say 
they have committed a crime.” 


Mr. Sisson’s Swan Song 


At this juncture Representative Sisson 
of Mississippi was thrown into the 
breach. It was Mr. Sisson’s “swan song” 
on military affairs, and he revealed the 
purpose of the House conferees in cutting 
out provision for divisional and regimental 
headquarters. This must be said for Mr. 
Sisson, He never professed to be an ad- 
vocate for preparedness. He has always 
co-operated with Chairman Anthony in 
undermining the, defenses of the country, 
but he did it openly. He stated frankly 
that he did not object even to the amount 
of money appropriated by the Senate com- 
mittee, but to the organizaion of Reserves. 
He declared that every man who believes 
in Prussianizing the country favored this 
item. In conclusion Mr. Sisson said: 
“By all the rules of conference, by all 
the rules of legislation, in a matter of so 
great importance, it ought not to be put 
on a bill in the closing hours of a session. 
By the rules of both Houses it cannot be

on the verge of passing the House 

for the past two weeks. Five or 
six times Senator Poindexter has attempt- 
ed to bring it up in the Senate, but owing 
to the filibuster on the Shipping bill and 
other complications objections have been 
raised and it has been laid over. 

If it had not been for the uncompromis- 
ing and unreasonable opposition to the con- 
tractors’ section of the bill it would now 
be in the joint conference committee of 
the two Houses. It was a filibuster 
against this provision in the House which 
prevented its passage after it had been be- 
fore the House for a greater part of two 
sessions. This provision has been rewrit- 
ten in a form which it is said is acceptable 
to the opposition and it is now only a ques- 
tion of securing time for the consideration 
of the bill. Under an agreement of the 
leaders in the House the Omnibus bill is 
on the program for this session, and it is 
believed that it will eventually pass the 
House. 

The situation over in the Senate is un- 
precedented and is full of uncertainties. 
No one is venturing to predict what will 
bappen in the Senate. It is possible that 
the provisions for the modernization of the 
Navy and the increase in the cost of cer- 
tain ships now under construction may be 
taken out of the Omnibus bill and attached 
to the urgent deficiency bill. If this should 


be done all of the personnel features of the 
bill would be laid over until next session. 


Navy Problems Between Sessions 


REPRESENTATIVE Burton L. French, 

who will succeed Representative Pat- 
rick Kelley of Michigan, has already taken 
up the study of naval problems. While 
Mr. French was a member of the sub-com- 
mittee ever since it-was created, he has 
permitted Mr. Kelley to shape the policy 
of the committee and supported him fre- 
quently when he did not agree to the meas- 
ures as they were reported to the whole 
committee. Beginning with next session, 
he will adopt a policy of his own. 

_ During the period between the two ses- 
sions the new chairman will visit all of 
the large naval stations. He has carefully 
studied the report of the Rodman ae | 
and with this information at hand he 
look into local conditions and when the 
recommendations of the department come 
to his committee next session he will be 
fully acquainted with the conditions of 
every important yard in the country. It 
is possible that he will go to Honolulu and 
the Philippines if he can find time. 

Since he has been in Congress, Mr. 
French has distinguished himself hy the 
thoroughness with which he becomes ac- 
quainted with the details of the legisla- 
tion before the committee of which he has 
been a member. He takes seriously all of 
the problems that are presented to him, 
and he is conscientious in his work wheth- 
< = be on naval affairs or any other sub- 
ect. 


To Consider Naval Reserve Policy 


Wit the close of Congress, the Navy 
Department will take up a number of 
matters of great importance in the develop- 
ment of the Naval Reserve. It been 
decided to transfer the management of the 
Reserve ships from the Bureau of Navi- 
gation to Naval Operations. This 
will be mate for the peepere oe of peti 
nating the activities an @ appropria- 
tions for the Reserve with the Regular 
Navy.

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Begg Resolution 
Out of Order 


HEN the Naval Omnibus bill (S. 

4137) was before the Committee of 
the Whole House on Feb. 16, and an 
amendment had been agreed to providing 
for Marine Corps officer retirement at 
rates determined by years of commissioned 
service, Representative Begg offered the 
following, to be added as an amendment: 

That a special committee, to be composed 
of five members of the Senate to be appointed 
by the Vice President, and five members of 
the House of Representatives to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, shall make an investigation and report 
recommendations by bill or otherwise to their 
respective Houses not later than April 1, 
1924, relative to the revision and the read- 
justment of the laws providing for the retire- 
ment of the commissioned and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Oorps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service, including the matter of 

er pay. 

This went out on a point of order, Mr. 
Begg then moved that the amendment al- 
ready agreed to, fixing a rate of 2% per 
cent. per year of service on certain condi- 
tions of retirement, be stricken out. This 
motion also failed. The following collo- 
quy ensued: 

“Mr. Begg: I am not at all insistent on 
my amendment being carried, but I offer ft 
for the purpose of making a few observa- 
tions on retirement pay. I am sorry the 
gentleman from Wyoming insisted on the 
point of order. for the simple reason that 
the same kind of a committee was ap- 
pointed with reference to active pay and 
made a report, which was enacted into 
law, that did justice both to the men and 
to the Government. ‘There are gross in- 
justices now in retired pay, unjust botn 
to the men and to the Government. It 
would seem to me that the leader of the 
House ought to be willing to have a propo- 
sition considered before this House that 
has the sole motive of being for the best 
interests of the men in the Service and at 
the same time to protect the Government 
from being mulcted out of a certain amount 
of money unnecessarily. 

“I want to call the attention of the 
House to the fact that under the retire- 
ment law. after a man has given the best 
years of his life to his Government, under 
this provision that I have moved to strike 
out, a man may serve his government until 
he is 45, if he is below the grade of lien- 
tenant commander, or until he is 50 if he 
has attained the title of lieutenant com- 
mander, and then it says he shall be re- 
tired; and there are many of these men 
who are perfectly capable of serving longer. 
On the other hand, if they are physically 
and mentally perfectly capable of serving 
longer, the Government of the United 
States is entitled to their services, and it 
is nothing but poor business and careless- 
ness that such a hodge-podge of laws has 
been allowed to accumulate on the statute 
books with reference to retirement. 

“If my amendment had been allowed to 
become a law there would have been an 
investigation of all the laws of all the five 
Services governing retirement, and the in- 
equalities and injustices would have been 
eliminated and the ren would have been 
protected, and as I said at the begiuning, 
the Government would not lose the scrvices 
of men physically and mentally able to 
continue in the Service.”

Gen. William Mitchell 
Inspects Flying Fields 


RIG. GEN. WILLIAM MITOHELL, 

Assistant Chief of the Air Service, re- 
cently completed an inspection at Selfridge 
Field, including a tactical inspection which 
included four problems. 

The first problem was an attack by the 
1st Pursuit Group on Selfridge Fie!'d, 
which was assumed to be an enemy air- 
drome. ‘The second was a movemert of 
an advance flight to establish an airdrome 
at Port Huron and prepare it for oceupa- 
tion by the group, which was to follow im- 
mediately. This operation contem s'ared 
the movement of personnel and matcriat 
necessary for the resumption of intensive 
action immediately upon arrival, ‘The 
Fokker transport, piloted by Lt. Boyd, was 
used for the movement of personnel and 
supplies. 

The third problem consisted of high alti- 
tude patrols for the protection of the air- 
drome from hostile observation. It was 
during one of these patrols taht Lt. James 
D. Summers became unconscious at 19,000 
feet, regaining his senses when 500 feet 
from the ground, landed near Chatham, 
Ontario, got his bearings, and returned to 
Selfridge Field. The fourth problem con- 
sisted of the bombardment of Pontiac with 
pursuit protection. 

At Brooks Field the general flew over 
from Kelly Field in rain and fog to make 
this inspection. He was much pleased 
with the personnel and the equipment at 
Brooks and was especially impressed with 
the large number and the condition of the 
training planes, declaring that the line of 
ships at Brooks Field was the finest he 
had seen in two years.

Armory Drill Pay 
for Men of N.G. 


HE following decision of the Comp- 

troller General is announced by the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department on 
Feb. 7: 

“Maj. W. J. Lisle, Finance Dept., re- 
quested on April 20, 1922, a review of 
settlement No. 69662, dated Dec. 3, 1921, 
by which was disallowed in part voucher 
No. 2246, of his October, 1920, disbursing 
accounts for the reason that the sum of 
$9.38 paid to L. J. Portman, Co. F, 3d 
Washington Infantry, National Guard, for 
ten drills attended during the second semi- 
annual period July 1 to Dec. 31 1919, 
which was less than the minimum of 
twelve required during the semi-annual 
period of 180 days for drill pay, was un- 
authorized.” 

After quoting Sec. 110, act of June 3, 
1916, 39 Stat.; 209-210, the Comptroller 
goes on to say: 

“Under the law the compensation of the 
National Guard is computed by semi-an- 
nual periods, and if the members of an or- 
ganization attend twenty-four drills durin 
the first semi-annual period, even th 
the organization may have received Fed- 
eral recognition on a date su uent to 
the beginning of the year, they are lawfull 
entitled to receive pay therefor in piss 
ance with the provisions of the act. 

“In the case under consideration Pvt. 
Portman attended twenty-four drills dur- 
ing the first semi-annual period and re- 
ceived his pay. 

“The act of June 3, 1916, supra, pro- 
vides that in order for a member of the 
National Guard to receive any Federal 
he must attend not less than twenty-four 
drills during the year and that his com- 
pensation shall be in proportion to the 
number of drills actually attended. 

“Wien an enlisted man has attended 
the twenty-four drills prescribed for his 
organization during the first semi-annual 
period he has met the requirements of that 
part of the law for pay purposes and it 
remains to determine simply the pay on 
tionate compensation which he is entitled 
to receive for the second semi-annual peri- 
od according to the ratio of drills attended 
during that time to twenty-four regardless 
of any minimum, 

“Pvt. Portman attended ten drills dur- 
ing his second semi-annual period was 
entitled to 10-24 or 5-12 of $22.50 which 


is $9.38. 

“The settlement is reversed and the 
amount of $9.38 which was disallowed will 
be credited in the accounts of the disburs- 
ing officer.”

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State Activities of 
the National Guard 


<<*T.HERE is much perturbation in Na- 
tional Guard circles in the 9th Corps 
Area,” writes a correspondent to the ARMY 
AND Navy JourNAL, “due to the tendencies 
of the state legislatures of the states in 
the corps area to make radical reductions 
in the appropriations for the mainteaance 
of National Guard units. ie 
“In California the appropriation for the 
support of the National Guard has been 
oe 60 per cent and nine new compa- 
nies of National Guard which have been 
organized and are at present awaiting Ied- 
eral recognition will have to be disbanded 
unless appropriations for their support are 
increased. ‘The same situation prevails in 
the state of Washington, where apprupria- 
tions will be reduced to such a small 
amount that the disbandment of an entire 
regiment of Field Artillery is imminent. 
“The present situation as regards state 
appropriations for National Guard in the 
9th Corps Area is very serious. A pub- 
licity campaign is being inaugurated by 
Col. E, R. Sirmyer, officer in charge of 
National Guard affairs in the 9th Corps 
Area, whe is sending letters to all of the 
rominent papers in the corps area, invit- 
ng the attention of the public to the dan- 
er which threatens the National Guard. 
ft is thought that the public in general is 
not in favor of the reduction of the Na- 
tional Guard, and that this publicity cam- 
ign may have the effect of influencinz 
Peebiaters to provide sufficient funds for 
the maintenance of Nationa! Guard units.”

properly put on this appropriation bill. 
Let the matter go over until December; 
let the Military Affairs Committee take it 
up, give it proper consideration, before 
you take this radical departure and license 
by law this vast expenditure of money.” 


Mr. Newton Supports Reserves 


HIS brought to his feet Representative 

Newton of Minnesota, who was active 
throughout the discussion. He declared 
that he had too high an opinion of the 
American people to believe that they are 
in danger of being Prussianized through 
either a Regular Army, an Organized Re- 
serve or any other military force. Mr. 
Newton reviewed the military history of 
the country, showing how that after every 
war it had returned to a condition of un- 
prepardness, with the result of a great 
unnecessary waste of men and treasure. In 
conclusion, he declared: 

“These men in the Reserve Corps are 
young men. Many of them change their 
homes and places of business. If head- 
quarters were not maintained it would be 
no time before the present lists would be- 
come obsolete and of no account. Further- 
more, these headquarters are in themselves 
sources of information on all matters per- 
taining to military affairs. They bring the 
Regular into intimate touch and contact 
with the Reserve officer and with the civ- 
ilian population. This is good for the 
Regular, and it likewise should be the 
means of acquainting the people generally 
more intimately with the affairs of the 
Regular Army.” 


Anthony Calls Madden to Help 


‘THE situation was becoming so desperate 

for Mr. Anthony that Chairman Mad- 
den was called in from his committee to 
take charge of the situation with the hope 
that he could by the use of the powerful 
appropriations committee swing the en- 
tire Republican majority into line. Chair- 
man Madden was not prepared to address 
the House, for he argued that if the House 
would agree to the Senate amendmnt, it 
would increase the appropriations $494,- 
000. Even Mr. Anthony tried to correct 
this statement, but Chairman Madden ex- 
claimed, “I am making this speech,” and 
proceeded to shed crocodile tears for the 
taxpayers. 

Col. Hill concluded the argument for 
the Reserves, giving the House an enlight- 
ening explanation of the work that is be- 
ing done through the headquarters of the 
Organized Reserves. He gave his per- 
sonal experience with his regiment of the 
Organized Reserves. 

Chairman Anthony closed by attempting 
to minimize the importance of the amend- 
ment. He referred to the Organized Re- 
serves as paper regiments and attempted 
to discredit the Organized Reserves by call- 
ing the attention of the House to the fact 
that no attempt was made to fill them up 
with enlisted men. This has been a favor- 
ite method of Chairman Anthony in his 
effort to discredit the Reserve Officers’ 
Corps. He knows full well that he would 
be the first to oppose any appropriations 
for filling up the divisional and regimental 
units of the Organized Reserves. From 
the beginning, he has opposed adequate 
funds for the instruction of Reserve offi- 
cers, and this suggestion on his part was 
made only for the purpose of confusing 
the House. 


Reserves Win 


A’ the time approached for taking the 

vote, the floor of the House took on the 
appearance of a political convention. 
Chairman Madden of the appropriations 
committee, majority leader Mondell, Rep- 
resentative Begg the assistant whip of the 
House, were busy electioneering votes for 
the support of Mr. Anthony. Chairman 
McKenzie was far from being without help 
in this work of lining up votes in support 
of the Reserves. Col. John Q. Tilson, 
member from Connecticut, Representative 
Curry of California, Col. Crago of Penn- 
sylvania, Capt. Royal Johnson of North 
Dakota, Capt. Hamilton Fish of New 
York, and most of the ex-emergency offi- 
cers who are members of the House threw 
their influence in the support of the Mc- 
Kenzie motion. 

On a division the motion was lost 82 
ayes to 85 nayes. Mr. McKenzie was 
on his feet in an instant and demanded a 
roll call. As the vote proceeded, Chairman 
Anthony was visibly affected. Before the 
roll call was half over he realized that he 
was facing a defeat which would seriously 
affect his future influence in the House. 
Acting Chairman McKenzie of the mili- 
tary committee had warned him during 
the progress of the joint conference that 
he would lose if he forced a record vote on 
the ee Reserves, but he had de- 
liberately gone before the House for a 
vindication of his opposition to carrying 


out the provisions of the amended National 
Defense act, and now with the support of 
practically all of the leaders on both sides 
of the House, he was being repudiated.

With a trembling hand Chairman An- 
thony wrote and sent to the Speaker’s 
desk the following: 

Mr. Anthony moves to concur with an amend- 
ment as follows: After the word “headquarters”

After a parliamentary debate this was 
defeated by 82 ayes and 107 noes, but an 
amendment carrying all but the bracketed 
part of above proviso was agreed to by a 
vote of 112 to 79.

AJ. GEN. ENOCH H. CROWDER, 

Judge Advocate General, U.S.A., was 
retired from active service Feb. 14, 1923, 
at his own request after more than forty- 
one years’ service, in order to accept the 
office of ambossador extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary of the United 
States to Cuba. He retires after a dis- 
tinguished record of services as a good all- 
round officer, and is one of the ablest law 
officers the Army has ever had. He was 
awarded the D.S.M. “for especially meri- 
torious and conspicuous service as Provost 
Marshal General in the preparation and 
operation of the draft laws of the nation 
during the World War.” 

Gen. Crowder as Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral applied the draft law under the war 
power of the Constitution to the people of 
the country with a just sense of their legal 
rights, and largely as a result of his work 

administering the great army was 
drafted and 2,000,000 men were landed in 
France. He had previously rendered valu- 
able service in the erection of the system 
of military government incident to the 
Philippine Insurrection, the organization 
of the Cuban government, and the arrange- 
ments for the first election. 

He was appointed Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the United States Army for three 
successive terms, his first appointment be- 
ing made on Feb. 15, 1911. For his la- 
bors in the interest of the Cuban people in 
revising their laws the Cuban Congress 
gave Gen. Crowder a vote of thanks and 
passed a special act authorizing the Uni- 
versity of Havana to confer the degree of 

or of laws on him. Every revision 
suggested by Gen. Crowder to the special 
joint committee of ten with which he 
worked was passed by the Congress. 
Among the laws passed or revised upon 
Gen. Crowder’s recommendation were the 
census law, the organic law of the judi- 
ciary, the law of executive pardons and 
the electoral law. 

Gen. Crowder was born in Missouri 
April 11 1859, and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1881, when he was as- 
signed to the 8th Cavalry. He entered 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
in 1895 as a major, and first became 
Judge Advocate General of the Army, with 
the rank of brigadier general Feb. 15, 
1911. Gen. Crowder has served in many 
fields of activity. ‘These inclide frontier 


dnty as a Cavalry officer in his early days, 
and he was engaged in considerable scout- 


ing duty in Texas, New Mexico, and North 
Dakota. He has been concerned in many 
important legal cases for the Government, 
became an associate justice of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands, and was 
appointed a commissioner to treat with a 
commission appointed by Gen. Aguinaldo 
in 1899, and was commissioned to receive 
the Royal Spanish Court at Manila in the 
same year. Gen. Crowder also served as 
an observer with the Japanese army under 
Gen. Kuroki during the war with Russia 
from May, 1904, to April 1, 1905. He 
has served with the General Staff and has 
performed duty on many other important 
assignments. He received an honorary de- 
gree at Columbia University, New York 
city, and other decorations; was awarded 
the Order of the Rising Sun by the Em- 
peror of Japan, and he received the de- 
grees of doctor of laws from the following 
universities: Columbia, Brown, Princeton, 
Harvard and Havana. 


OL. ORA E. HUNT, LG.D. (Inf.), 
U.S.A., a distinguished officer, was on 
Feb. 12 ordered placed on the retired list 
at his own request, after more than thirty- 
four years service, to date from Sept. 2, 
1923, and in the meantime has been or- 
dered to his home. He was born in Cali- 
fornia June 26. 1872, and was graduated 
from the U.S.M.A., in the class of 1894, 
when he was assigned to the 14th Infan- 
try. He subsequently served as an officer 
of the 18th, 30th and 18th Infantry in the 
Inspector General’s Department. During 
the World War he served as a temporary 
brigadier general and was awarded the 
D.S.M. “for exceptionally meritorious ond 
distinguished services. As commander of 
the 6th Infantry Brigade during the great- 
er part of its active operations he achieved 
notable success, demonstrating high quali- 
ties of leadership. Through his exceptional 
tactical ability his brigade was enabled to 
overcome desperate, hostile resistance dur- 
ing its participation in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensive. By his efforts he has con- 
tributed materially to the brilliant success 
of his brigade in that important opera- 
tion.” Col. Hunt is a graduate of the 
Army Staff College and is a distinguished 
graduate of the Infantry-Cavalry School. 
Among various other duties previous to the 
World War he served in Philippine cam- 
paigns and at the U.S.M.A., as an in- 
structor in modern languages. 


MT. SGT. ALFRED C. WELLING, 

D.E.M.L., O.R., was retired from ac- 
tive service Feb. 8, 1923, at Baltimore, 
Md.. after the completion of thirty years’ 
service. Sgt. Welling enlisted June 7. 
1898, and has served continuously in the 
Infantry and Artillery branches. His ser- 
vice included duty in Cuba, the Philippine 
Islands and with A.E.F. in France. “The 
commanding general and staff,” says Maj. 
Gen. Muir in G.O. 4, Feb. 8, “express to 
Sgt. Welling their congratulations for suc- 
cessfully completing an honorable career, 
and their appreciation of loyal service and 
duties well done. They extend to him 
their best wishes for his future career in 
civil life.” 


TAFF SGT. THOMAS HUGHES, 8th 
Inf., U.S.A.. was placed on the retired 
list Feb. 12, 1923. at Fort Screven, Ga.. 
after faithful service of over twenty-four 
years. He first enlisted June 23, 1898, and 
served throughout the Spanish-American 
War, the Philippine Insurrection and the 
World War. In G.O. 3, Feb. 12, 8th Inf., 
Col. Bates in announcing the retirement 
says: “Sgt. Hughes has served as a non- 
commissioned officer since 1899, has never 
been discharged under the grade of ser- 
geant. has never been absent without leave, 
all of his discharge certificates bear the 
notation character excellent, and he has 
never been court-martialed or disciplined. 
Such testimony of honest and faithful ser- 
vice is well worthy of emulation by all 
soldiers of this command. The loss to the 
regiment caused by the separation from 
active service of Staff Sgt. Hughes will be 
keenly felt and the regimental commander, 
on behalf of every member of the com- 
mand, extends to him the most sincere 
wish that his future may be successful and 
happy.”

Beclouding the 
Armament Issue 


HE renewed discussion of the Wash- 
ington Conference results, precipitated 
by a most able article in the Atlantic 
Monthly by the English writer, Bywater, 
has tended to becloud rather than clear 


the issue. 

Some sections of the press assume that 
our naval officers are opposed to limita- 
tion of naval armament. This is far from 
true. They are almost unanimously in 
favor of limitation. Their criticism of the 
Naval Treaty negotiated at Washington is 
based upon the fact that while purporting 
to limit naval strength, in fact, it fails to 
limit such strength, We 

This aspect of including only a limita- 
tion in certain types of naval vessels ab- 
solutely nullifies the declared intent of the 
treaty in reducing competitive building 
and in reducing the costs of such competi- 
tion. This cardinal defect has been en- 
larged upon many times in these columns. 

Naval competition and naval exvendi- 
ture can go forward on just as large a 
scale as heretofore without in any way 
invalidating the treaty. The technical 
side of the matter seems too complicated 
for our public to understand. They accept 
as a fact something which is not a fact, 
while foreign governments do not—and 
proceed to take advantage of the loophole, 
while we do not. The danger in this situ- 
ation is manifest to officers who would 
like to see genuine limitation—not fake 
limitation. 

Mr. Bywater has tried to make clear 
that the limitation prescribed by the 
treaty is a fake limitation. We should 
thank him for it instead of attacking him, 
as has been done in many quarters. His 
motives have been attacked for a plain un- 
varnished statement of the truth which 
cannot be denied honesiiy. 

The advocates of the treaty base their 
whole case upon an elimination of a dan- 
gerous condition of suspicion and hostile 
feeling that undoubtedly existed previous 
to the conference and which is lessened 
now, unquestionably. The prospect of 
war in the Pacific has been postponed. 
No one will deny that. But owing to the 
continuance of the same fundamental eco- 
nomic and political conditions, the pros- 
pect of war has not been eliminated—only 
postponed. 

For this temporary accomplishment 
America has paid a great price. It would 
cost her a billion and a half of dollars to- 
day to regain the relative naval strength 
she occupied before the conference met for 
operations in the Far East, Her lost naval 
strength will cost her many more millions 
in trade before the certain return of 
strained political relations resulting from 
an inevitable economic competition for 
Chinese markets. “Trade follows the 
flag.” With our flag impotent in the Far 
East we will have little permanent trade 
there. 

On the basis of a great sacrifice of 
national interest it is a simple matter to 
promote temporary peace. Consider the 
present situation in western Europe. 
Either France or Germany may bring 
about temporary good will and assurance 
of peace by sacrificing her interests. 
Yet inherently the seeds of ultimate war 
would remain as certainly as though no 
sacrifice had been made; unless one of 
them become so powerful that the other 
simply can no longer compete. It is the 
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same everywhere, including the Far East. 


We have bought temporary good wil! 
and peace at a great price. We once 
bought good will and peace with the Bar- 
bary pirates also; but we did not continue 
buying it when the trade which those pi- 
rates jeopardized assumed large propor- 
tions. We will not continue buying peace 
in the Orient when a great trade is jeop- 
ardized there—as it surely will be. When 
that time comes the cost of consolidating 
our economic position in the distant East 
will far exceed what we are saving now 
in naval expenditures. In addition it will 
cost us much blood which might have been 
saved by keeping up a naval superiority. 

The present condition of a constantly 
diminishing ratio of our strength, due to 
Japan’s taking advantage of the loop- 
holes in the treaty by building up her 
navy while we refrain from doing so, is 
intolerable. Mr. Bywater should be 
thanked for calling attention to it. 


Nominations Before 
Senate Committee 


It was stated by Secretary Weeks on 

Feb. 23 that a successor for Col. Wain- 
wright, Assistant Secretary of War, has 
not been selected. The list of candidates, 
he declared, has been gradually reduced 
until it is a question of choosing between 
two. This will close next week in time 
to secure the confirmation of the new As- 
sistant Secretary of War before adjourn- 
ment. At the same time there will be a 
large number of Army and Navy confir- 
mations. 

There was an executive session of the 
Senate Feb. 23, but neither Chairman 
Wadsworth of the Military Committee nor 
Acting Chairman Poindexter of the Na- 
val Committee was ready to ask for the 
Army and Navy confirmations. 

All the Navy nominations that were 
pending last week have been reported 
favorably from the Senate Committee. 

The Military Committee has acted favor- 
ably upon the nominations of Col. Walter 
A. Bethel to be Judge Advocate (General; 
and Col. Ira Haynes to be brigadier gen- 
and Col. Iro Haynes to be brigadier gen- 
eral.

Congress Notes 


‘THE House on Feb. 19 passed the fol- 
lowing bills: 

S. 8690, authorizing the President to ap- 
point, by and with advice and consent of Sen- 
ate, Lowe Hayden Bibby, who graduated from 
the U.S. Naval Academy on June 2, 1922, an 
ensign in the U.S. Navy, to rank next after 
Ens. Robert McCormick Peacher: Provided, 
That such appointment shall be regarded, to 
all intents and paepeeen as having been made 
upon his graduation from the U.S. Naval 
Academy, and as though his resignation which 
became effective June 2, 1922, had not been 
accepted. But that- he shall not be entitled 


to receive any pay or allowances for the time 
he has not been in active service. 

S. 4036, to prohibit the unauthorized wear- 
ing, manufacture, or sale of medals and 
badges awarded bv the War Department. 


H.R. 7762, to provide for soldiers’ and 


sailors’ homestead entries in Alaska. 

H.R. 11738, for the relief of Maj. Russell

cover loss sustained by him through the em- 
bezzlement of such amount of Government 
funds by Robert H. Rudolph, pay clerk, U.S.

Sec. 2. That service rendered by National 
Guard officers during temporary Federal recog- 
nition, prior to Dec. 15, 1922, shall be deemed 
to have been rendered in compliance with the 
provisions of Sec. 75, National Defense act, ap- 
proved June 3, 1916, and all payments hereto- 
fore or hereafter made therefor are hereby vali- 
dated and authorized. 

Sec. 3. That hereafter the payments author- 
ized Sec. 3, act of Sept. 14. 1922, may in- 
elude the entire amount iawfully accruing to 
such officers as pay, allowances and mileage on 
account of such service, and, including pay and 
mi'eage for their return home, may be paid to 
the officers during said period and prior to 
their departure from the camp or other place 
at which such service is performed. 

Sec. 4. That payments heretofore made to 
captains and lieutenants belonging to organiza- 
tions of the National Guard for drills provided 
for in Sec. 109, National Defense act, at which 
at least fifty per cent. of the commissioned 
strength and sixty per cent. or more of the en- 
listed strength. but not less than sixty per cent. 
of the required recognition strength, attended 
and participated for the required time be, and 
the same are hereby, validated. 

H.R. 14087, for the creation of an Ameri- 
can Battle Monuments Commission to erect 
memorials commemorating the services of the 
American soldiers in Europe.

‘THE Secretary of War has designated 
Fort Niagara, N.Y., as the post where 
the Infantry rifle team will be trained. 


UPON the recommendation of the Chief 
of Ordnance concurred in by the In- 
fantry Board, Weldon range finders and 
ordinate sticks will be made obsolete. 


HE War Department has issued a chart 

showing the tentative distribution of 
commissioned personnel for the fiscal year 
of 1923, as of date of Dec. 31, 1922. The 
distribution involves 68 general officers, 
3,745 Infantry officers, 1,027 Cavalry, 
1,263 Field Artillery, 991 Coast Artillery, 
1,124 Air Service, 480 Engineers, 217 Sig- 
nal Corps, 99 of the A.G. Dept., 93 of 
the Judge Advocate Generals Dept., 887 of 
the Q.M. Corps, 112 of the Finance Dept., 
252 of the Ord. Dept., 76 of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, 1,295 of the Med. Dept., 
125 chaplains, 7 professors and one mili- 
tary storekeeper; aggregate 11,873 officers. 


HE Air Service continues to gain in its 

actual enlisted strength. On-Dec. 31 
more than 8,300 enlisted men were in this 
branch and it is expected that this num- 
ber was further increased as a result of 
enlistments and re-enlistments in January. 
The authorized enlisted strength of the Air 
Service is now 8,764. 


HE flying cadets at Brooks Field, San 

Antonio, Texas, have completed ground 
school work and have commenced their pri- 
mary flying training, which it is expected 
will extend until June.

Seven- 
teen flying cadets are pursuing lighter- 
than-air training at Scott Field, Belleville, 
Ill, and will likewise be given appoint- 
ments as second lieutenants in the Air 
Service Reserve Corps on completion of 
their training and rated as balloon observ- 
ers and airship pilots. ‘Those men, civil- 
ians and enlisted men, desiring to take an 
examination for this training must be be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 27 years and pos- 
sess at least a high school education. Com- 
plete information for training as a flying 


cadet can be obtained by addressing the 
Chief. of the Air Service, Washington, D.C. 


L': L. A. SMITH, formerly of the 13th 

Squadron, has been assigned to the 
26th Attack Squadron, Kelly Field, Texas, 
and assumed command, relieving Lt. Gates, 
who has been assigned to the 90th Squad- 
ron.

The appearance of favorable income state- 
ments covering 1922, a marked expansion in 
business, rising commodity prices, strength in 
foreign exchange rates and a generally opti- 
mistic attitude towards the future are the pres- 
ent dominating influences in securities 
market, and the natural result is strength in 
speculative stocks and bonds. The turnover in 
the stock market has been unusually large for 
two or three weeks, with the public contribut- 
ing substantially to the increased volume of 
business. 


Stocks Inviting a Reaction. 

The technical position of the market invites 
a reaction, especially in the higher priced issues. 
The trend will probably be upward for a while 
longer, but the safer procedure is to switch 
into low priced stocks which heretofore have 
lagged behind the market. 

The medium priced railroad shares are in a 
strong position, and the recommendations made 
here previously stand. A reaction in the rails 
is not likely to far, if one should come. To 
this list low priced industrials such as Ameri- 
can Agricultural Chemical, Virginia Carolina 
Chemical preferred and common, Central Leather 
common, Spicer Manufacturing common, Ameri- 
ean Beet Sugar and White Eagle Oil may be 
added. These stocks are purely speculative and 
should not be purchased unless the buyer is will- 
ing to assume a risk. 


Bonds at Top Prices. 


The position of investment securities, namely, 
first grade bonds and first grade preferred 
stocks, is changing rapidly. There are a num- 
ber of reasons to believe that top prices for these 
issues have been registered or are obtaining 
cow. The market price of such issues is de- 
termined by rates for time funds and com- 
mercial paper in the open market. Commodity 
prices also go hand in hand with interest rates 
in determining the yields of investment bonds 
and preferred stocks. his is because credit is 
mobile and flows between the open money market 
and first grade investment securities, so that 
the yield on such issues automatically adjusts 
itself to the same level as prevailing money 
rates. Commodity prices enter into the equation 





by virtue of the fact that an advance requires 
a ater volume of credit to finance the same 
volume of business, and, of course, a larger 
commercial demand results in higher interest 
rates. 


Interest Rates Advancing. 

At present there is reason to believe higher 
interest rates are in the making. There is 
always a seasonal expansion in credit demand 
in @ spring, and added to this will be a 
further expansion in general business which is 
independent of 1 influences. There is 
also the prospect of higher commodity prices, 
and a greater call for cial a d 
tion on this account. As a matter of fact, 
credit requirements have been expanding for 
several months, but this has not been visible 
because individual banks have had sufficient 
resources to meet it. On June 14, 1922, 800 
member banks of the Federal Reserve System 
reported their loans, discounts and investments 
at $15,213,000,000. 

At the present time the figures stand at 
$16,241,000,000, an expansion of over $1,000,- 
000,000 within the last eight months. Redis- 
counts at the Federal Reserve banks now amount 
to $837,915,000 against $863,907,000 a year 
ago, or actually $25,992,000 smaller. It is 
probable, however, that the resources of coun- 
try banks have pretty well reached their limit 
and rediscounting at the district banks will 
shortly gain in volume. If this takes place 
there is quite likely to be an advance in re- 
discount rates, to be followed by higher inter- 
est rates for time loans and commercial paper. 
Call loans have recently been as high as 6 per 
cent., and time funds have advanced from % 
per cent. to %) per cent. This may be due to 
transitory causes at present, but a little later 
advances may be expected because of under- 
lying credit conditions. 


Preference for Short-Term Bonds, 


From present indications high grade invest- 
ment issues are likely to move downward, start- 
ing before long. If an investor is interested 
simply in income and wholly disregards the 
market action of his securities, there is no oc- 
casion for him to consider switching. If, how- 
ever, an investor has an eye to the market move- 
ment of his securities and endeavors to take 
advantage of long swing changes, he should 
consider switching into short-term securities at 
this time. Preferred stocks have no maturity 
and consequently this class of investment should 
be eliminated at this time. Notes and bonds 
which mature within two or three years can 
adjust their yields to a higher return by very 
narrow movements. Thus a 5 per cent. bond 
selling at par and yielding 5 per cent. would 
have to go to only 99 to yield a return of 5.50 

r cent. On the other hand, a 5 per cent. 

nd having thirty years to run would move 
downward to 92.69 to adjust its yield from 5 
per cent. to 5% per cent. 

The following short-term bonds and notes of 
first grade are suggested: American Agricultural 
Chemical 5s, 1928, at 100; American Tel. & 
Tel. collateral 4s, 1929, at 92%, to yield 5.75 
per cent.; Central Leather 5s, 1925, at 99, to 
yield 5.50 per cent.; Bell Tel. of Canada 5s, 
1925, at 98%, to yield 5.95 per cent.; Balti- 
more and Ohio prior lien 3%s, 1925, at 94, to 
yield 6.75 per cent.

OLD TIMER asks: I have 19 years and 6 
months straight time continuous service. Am 
I entitled to Soldiers’ Home, Washington, 
D.C., after 20 years without being disabled! 


Age 53. Or would you advise me to re-enlist 
in Navy for 16 years and retire from that 
branch ? 

Answer: From the following paragraph 


which is taken from a circular for applicants 
to the U.S. Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D.C., 
and from the data contained in your letter, it 
is believed that it would be advisable for you 
to remain in the Army until you have com- 
pleted your prescribed 20 years. The para- 
graph is as follows: ‘‘Every soldier, active, 
retired, or discharged, of the Army of the 
United States who has served, or may serve, 
honestly and faithfully, 20 years or more; 
provided that in computing the necessary 20 
years’ time all active service in the Army 
(which includes service in the Regular Army, 
Volunteer Army, National Army, U.S. Guards, 
or National Guard called or drafted into the 
Federal service) shall be credited.’’ Suggest 
that if you desire an application blank and 
further information address the Secretary, 
Board of Commissions, U.S. Soldiers’ Home, 
Washington, D.C. 


_ A. T. asks: When was double time abolished 
in the Philippine Islands? 

Answer: In all enlistments beginning on or 
after Aug, 24, 1912, no service after that date 
counts double toward retirement. 


H. W.—Retired men are not entitled to 
free passage on Army transports for trips to 
Panama or Philippines.

a 2d lieutenant, Q.M.C., and in view of the 
decision of the U.S. Court of Claims as pub- 
lished on page 324 of your paper of Dec. 2, 
1922, your opinion is requested as to whether 
I am entitled to the difference between pay of 
a 2d lieutenant and that of a captain for ex- 
ercising the higher command Also, can you 
please give me the date the above decision was 
handed down and whether it has been pub- 
lished to the Services yet? 

Answer: The General Accounting Office is 
refusing to pay claims of this character. In 
view of the attitude of that office, the Army 
Finance Department cannot pay or authorize 
payment of such claims. Your only recourse 
is to the Court of Claims, with the accompa- 
nying attorney’s fees to pay. 

A. V. S. asks: (1) I was A.W.O.L. 3 months 
and 28 days, and returned and restored to 
duty without trial. Do I have to make this 
time up on the end of my enlistment? (2) 
Should I have received pay for this time 
A.W.O.L. after no trial? .(3) In case 6-15-40, 
A.R., June 2, 1922, pars. 18, 22 and subpar. 4, 
has not been complied with, could I get the 
clothing allowance for this enlistment? (4) I 
enlisted July 1, 1920, pay $67.50; reduced 
July 6, 1922. What pay should I draw as 
private, seventh grade, sixth enlistment period, 
and how much longevity pay should I draw? 

Answer: (1) Yes, this time must be made 
up at the end of your enlistment. See 107th 
Article of War. (2) You are not entitled to 
this pay. (3) Question is not entirely clear. 
See your post supply officer with respect to 
this. (4) From the facts presented, it would 
seem that you would be entitled to $21 plus 
any longevity to which you may be entitled. 

J. E. W.—You are entitled to the difference 
in pay between your grade and that of the 
$109 monthly which was allowed candidate offi- 
cers in training. File your claim with the 
General Accounting Office, War Department Di- 
vision, Washington, D.C 

W. E. W. asks: Is a man in the third grade, 
staff sergeant, who has been for the past ten 
years, and up to the present date, the abso- 
lute support of his widowed mother not en- 
titled to commutation of heat, light and quar 
ters? Was drawing this allowance at Cari- 
strom Field. Directly after arriving in Texas 
it was discontinued. 

Answer: The man in question would be en- 
titled to monetary allowance in personal right 
(not dependent) if separate public quarters 
are not available. See par. 1223, A.R., as 
amended by ©.A.R. 128. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


An officer was ordered from duty in com- 
mand of the U.S.S. Childs at New York to 
duty on the U.S.S. Scorpion for duty as U.S. 
Naval Port Officer at Constantinople. He was 
later detached from the Scorpion and directed 
to proceed to the U.S. via the U.S.S. Sands 
and to report for duty as aid on the staff of 
the commandant of the 1st Naval District, 
Boston, Mass. The Comptroller says that al- 
though the Scorpion’s home yard was Boston, 
her home port was Constantinople and since 
her assignment to that base many years ago 
she has never visited her home yard. He rules 
that the officer, having applied for transporta- 
tion for: his wife upon change of station and 
being advised that none could be furnished, 
he is entitled to reimbursement for the amount 
claimed, $275.62, cost of his wife’s passage 
from Constantinople to New York.
